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Demosthenes,  the  ancient 
Greek  philosopher,  was  consid¬ 
ered  to  be  one  of  the  greatest 
speakers  of  all  time.  His  princi- 
pVs  for  organizing  a  speech  are 
still  being  taught. 

In  his  own  public  discourses, 
Dt'mosthenes  lo\’ed  to  tell  sto¬ 
ries.  As  is  so  often  true,  a  story 
communicates  more  clearly 
than  any  three-point  outline. 

On  one  particular  occasion, 
Demosthenes'  audience  was 
expressing  extreme  displeasure 
at  his  political  views.  They 
began  hissing  and  booing. 

in  response,  Demosthenes 
laid  aside  his  prepared  speech 
and  began  telling  a  story  about 
a  young  man  who  hired  a  mule 
one  summer  to  travel  from  his 
hometown  to  Athens. 

The  young  man  and  the  mule 
started  out  with  the  mule's 
owner  walking  alongside.  The 
day  got  hotter  and  hotter. 

Eventually,  the  young  man 
stopped  and  slid  under  the 
mule  into  its  shadow  to  cool  off. 

The  owner  of  the  mule 
shoved  the  young  man  from 
under  the  rnule  so  he  could 
enjov  the  shade. 

'  The  vouth  objected,  "1  hired 
the  mule  and  should  be  able  to 
enjoy  its  shade,"  the  boy  said.

Freedom  from  legalism 

Matthew  11-12 


Even  John  the  Baptist  had 
questions  about  the  nature  of 
Jesus'  ministry,  just  as  people 
do  today.  John  had  been 
imprisoned  with  lots  of  time  to 
reflect  upon  his  work.  Perhaps 
he  had  made  a  mistake.  Could 
it  be  that  he  had  picked  the 
wrong  Messiah?  jesus  reas¬ 
sured  John  that  he  truly  had 
been  preparing  the  way  of  the 
Lord.  Jesus  then  pointed  out 
that  all  are  responsible  for 
choosing  whom  they  would 
follow.  Entire  cities  would  be 
judged  because  of  their  rejec¬ 
tion  of  ( iod's  will. 

The  Sabbath  Dilemma 
(12:1-2).  One  of  the  dominant 
religious  parties  during  Jesus' 
time  was  tlie  Pharisees.  Devoted 
to  a  strict  observance  of  the  laws 
of  Ciod,  the  PhafTsaic  laws  had 


become  as  important 
as  the  Bible  for  many 
Pharisees.  They  were 
sure  that  their  opinions 
were  right.  Ronald 

C>ne  point  on  which 
the  Pharisees  offered  little  com¬ 
promise  was  the  sanctity  of  the 
^bbath  day.  Elebrews  obserx'ed 
the  last  day  of  the  week,  Friday 
sundown  to  Saturday  sun¬ 
down,  as  a  day  of  rest  and  wor¬ 
ship.  The  Pharisees  had  devised 
detailed  regulations  to  help 
guide  the  Jews  on  how  they 
could  observe  the  Sabbath  cor¬ 
rectly.  To  pluck  grain  was  to 
harvest  a  crop,  which  was  strict¬ 
ly  forbidden  on  the  Sabbath. 

Jesus  Responds  to  Legalism 
(12:3-8).  Jesus  and  the  Twelve 
were  on  a  journey  and  did  the 
customary  thing,  picking  Beads 


of  grain  from  fields  as 
they  went.  Some 
Pharisees  accused  them 
of  breaking  the  Sabbath. 
Jesus  re^onded  by 
using  two  (Jld  Testament 
examples  of  people  who 
justifiably  violated 
Sabbath  laws. 

Rules  are  not  made  to 
.  ,  be  broken,  but  some- 
Disnop  times  situations  arise 
that  demand  a  suspension  of  a 
rule.  Jesus  pointed  out  that  one 
cannot  build  a  religion  that 
pleases  God  on  rules  alone.  This 
IS  the  meaning  of  the  phrase,  "1 
desire  mercy  and  not  sacrifice." 
God  is  more  concerned  with  an 
attitude  that  leads  to  obedience 
than  rules  that  are  blindlv  fol¬ 
lowed.  The  Pharisees  preferred 
that  Jesus  and  his  followers  go 
hungrv  than  to  violate  one  of 
their  Sabbath  rules.  Thev  could 
not  see  that  wh^  TFTe  cfisciples 
were  doing  was  not  the  same  as 
harv  esting  a  crop.

Find  hope  beyond  despair 

Ezekiel  37:1-12, 14 


I've  scH.'n  miracles  happen 
right  befoa'  my  eyes.  I've  wit- 
nesstKl  marriages  where  people 
had  given  up  suddenly  spring  to 
life  like  young  love.  I've  watched 
individuals  w'ho  thought  that 
not  even  God  know  their  plight 
come  alive.  Churches  which 
have  rocked  along  with  business 
as  usual  suddenly  experience 
revival  and  once  more  the  Spirit 
of  Crtxl  mo\  es  favly  and  openly 
acniss  literally  every  member  of 
the  fellowship.  I've  seen  seem¬ 
ingly  dead  bones  live!  The  Holy 
Spirit  of  God  can  do  that. 

Ezekiel  sensed  startling  possi¬ 
bilities  in  the  vision  recorded  in 
chapter  37.  His  vision  reminded 
him  perhaps  of  more  than  just 


Israel.  Perhaps  he  saw 
bits  and  pieces  of  him¬ 
self  scattered  amongst 
the  bone  and  sinew? 

Every  leader  of  God's 
people  needs  to  include  them¬ 
selves  where  there  is  stench  of 
death  among  the  people  of  God. 
No  followers  are  any  more 
revived  than  the  leader  himself. 

The  truth  behind  the  scat¬ 
tered  bones  was  obvious.  Their 
chiH-ising  other  gods  as  opposed 
to  the  (Jne  true  God  had  led  to 
their  own  banishment  from  the 
Pn^mise  Land.  The  most  devas¬ 
tating  sin  we  commit  is  the  kind 
that  comes  back  to  haunt  us. 

God  came  to  Ezekiel  like  he 
dcx.'s  to  you,  and  He  declares.

"Can  these  bones  live?" 
(v.3).  Even  though  things 
appear  lost  and  Hopeless, 
is  there  a  chance  of 
renewal?  C^f  revival? 
Ezekiel  answered  cor¬ 
rectly,  "O'  God,  only  if 
You  do  something!" 
(Author's  paraphrase). 

Sometimes  a  simple 
reminder  of  the  power  of 
God  will  do.  At  other 
Hmes  it  takes  a  nudge  towards 
the  Lord.

"1  will  make 
breath  enter  you,  and  you  will 
come  to  life."  (v.5).  Hallelujah! 
I'm  so  glad  that's  what  God  told 
EzekieE  It's  what  many  lives, 
relaHonships,  and  churches  need 
to  hear.  We  may  resemble  the 
church,  or  a  marriage,  or  a 
happv  go  lucky  ChrisHan,  but  if 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  absent, 
we're  no  more  than  walking 
coroses  biding  our  Hme.

proclaim  tne  trum,  a  miracie 
oegan  to  take  shape  (vv.  7-8). 
The  disorganized  corpses  began 
to  come  together.  Don't  forget, 
this  vision  was  of  the  people  of 
the  earth  that  God  had  called 
apart  to  be  his  own.  They  were 
the  ones  chosen  by  God  to  be  a 
blessing  to  the  whole  earth. 
And  here  they  were  scattered 
like  a  bunch  of  Hnker  toys.  They 
were  out  of  place  and  without 
the  Presence  of  God  because 
their  behavior  hadn't  warrant¬ 
ed  God's  Spirit  to  be  present. 

Do  you  feel  ready  to  throw 
in  the  towel?  Has  your  own,  or 
someone  else's  failings  shoved 
vou  into  a  comer  without  God? 
has  your  marriage  turned  into 
a  nightmare  because  you 
allowed  something  or  someone 
else  to  take  priority?  Has  a 
dream  come  crashing  down 
around  you  even  though 
you've  made  sound  business 
decisions?  Perhaps  you've  just 


plain  lost  tne  )Ov  tor  living  r 
Nobody  did  anytfiing,  you  just 
stopped  working  on  life  some¬ 
where  along  the  way. 

God  can  restore  hope.  He 
would  love  nothing  better  for 
you.  He  can  bring  life  to  the 
lifeless  and  power  to  the  pow¬ 
erless.  There's  always  nope 
when  God  is  still  invited  to 
restore  life.  Ezekiel's  vision 
came  true.  When  God's  people 
sought  the  Lord  to  put  nis 
Spirit  back  into  them,  hope 
returned  (v.l4).  God  desires 
nothing  less  for  us.  To  not  sense 
the  Presence  of  God  is  to  sense 
very  much  his  absence.  Ask 
God  right  now  to  begin  a 
movement  in  your  life  and 
home  and  church.  Jesus 
declared,  "I  have  come  that 
they  may  have  life,  and  have  it 
to  the  full"  (Jn.  10:10).  There  is 
still  hope!
